RUSSIANS MASSACRE 


HUNDREDS OF JEWS 


Bialstock, Russia, June l l . —A 
Jewish anarchist three a bomb 
among the Corpus Christi pro­ 
cession which was in progress 
here yesterday 
and killed or 
wounded many persons. 
The bomb 
was thrown from 
the balcony of a house in Alexan­ 
drov street. 
A Russian clergy­ 
man was among 
those killed. 
Immediately after the explosion 
Jews began to fire with revolvers 
from the windows of the house 
into the crowd. 
Soldiers 
sur­ 
rounded the house and fired two 
volleys into the windows. Mean 
time the enraged Christians at 
tacked the Jewish stores in Alex 
androy and Suraz 
streets, de­ 
molishing the fixtures and win- 


dows, throwing the goods 
into 
the gutters 
and 
beating 
and 
murdering the Jews. 
A crowd 
of Jews fled to the railway sta­ 
tion pursued by the mob which 
hilled many of them there. Three 
Jews were thrown from second 
-tory 
windows of the 
railroad 
station. 


The Jews are fleeing from Bial 
stock to the neighboring forests 
and mobs are pursuing them. 
Detachments of Dagroons have 
been sent to protect the Jews. 
Jews arriving here on railway 
trains have been dragged out of 
the cars and many of them mur­ 
dered.

At the end of March or during the 
first week in April all the gray geese 
in the Outer Hebrides collect in Ona 
place before taking their departure for 
their nesting haunts within the Arctic 
circle. 
To estimate their numbers is impos­ 
sible, and to behold this vast con­ 
course of geese as one of the sights of 
a lifetime. 
The vast host of birds 
stands packed together in a huge pha­ 
lanx till the king of the graylegs starts 
the flight. As the old leader ascends a 
hundred thousand voices salute him. 
but none stirs till from overnead he 
gives the call for his subjects to fol­ 
low him. 
Some fifty birds rise in the air and 
follow him, and as they go gradually 
assume the wedgelike formation, with 
three single birds in a string at the 
apex of the triangle, and in a few min­ 
utes are out of sight. When they have 
been fairly started the king returns, 
and after a few minutes rest he rises 
into the air again, and the same pro­ 
cess is gone through before he leads 
off another batch. 
Again and again he returns until all 
are gone but 300 old veterans, which 
rise to meet him in the air as he flies 
back to them. 
Then, with their sov­ 
ereign at their head, these also wing 
their way toward the pole not to re­ 
turn until the following October.

MEASURING DEPTH OF AIR 


Atmospheric Envelope of Earth De­ 
termined by Interesting Scien­ 
tific Observation. 


One hundred and 31 miles is the 
height of the atmosphere as measured 
by Prof. T. J. J. sa?, who determines 
the thickness of the air envelope 
by 
noting the difference between the time 
of sunset and the complete disappear­ 
ance of blue from the sky. 
The mo­ 
ment at which the blue changes into 
black can be observed 
quite 
easily 
with approximate certainty 
by 
the 
naked eye when the air is clear; and 
by trigonometry may be ascertained 
the distance below the horizon of the 
sun at the moment of change. By this 
means may be calculated the height of 
the smallest illuminated 
particles of 
oxygen and nitrogen which give to the 
sky its blueness of tint by the reflec­ 
tion of the smallest wave lengths of 
he sun s light. The instant of change 
trom blue to black is possibly a little 
difficult of exact observation, but th# 
method Is not more doubtful than that 
based in the observation of shooting 
stars. The shooting star method give* 
a result not greatly differing from the 
vanishing blue method. 
The former 
filles the height of the atmosphere it 
IM miles.

A Forget-Me-Not Bridal Dinner — 
Dolls as Nameless Place Cards— 
A Menu in Verse—A Children’s 
Pussy-Willow Party—-Paper Cats 
for Invitations^ Ice Cream Cats, 
Animal Cakes and Candy Cats— 
A Real Kitten for a Prize.

Toward the close of prenuptial fes­ 
tivities the bridal party dinner is the 
source of much fun. The young people 
of the party; friends of the young couple 
of course, have become very close 
friends in their series of entertainments 
and “jollying” has become an old story 
to the two young people about to wed, 
and a fine art to those who are to help 
them do it, by the time the final din­ 
ners of the series have been reached. 
It is along about this time—when the 
June brides are singing their swan 
songs, that a forget-me-not dinner with 
a Jack-in-the-pulpit center decoration, 
can be made very appropriate and very 
merry. 
A dinner always begins with the dec­ 
o ration—literally and figuratively—for 
I when the guests are seated, about all' 
that appears is the decoration. In this 
instance have a mound of forget-me- 
nots, with Jack-in-the-pulpit enthroned 
upon the very pinnacle. 
From his 
throne, bringing out the idea that all 
revolves about Jack, have narrow blue 
ribbons leading to the covers. At the 
end of each of these “strings” have 
tiny dolls dressed to represent each 
member of the bridal party—a groom 
for the groom, bride for the bride, maid 
of honor, best man, and so forth.

The dolls to represent 
the men can have some distinguishing 
mark upon them that the groom may be 
told from the best man, and so forth, 
like a spray of lilies of the valley in the

One is left 
on the outside of the ring, however, and 
he is called the cat, and one is put on 
the inside, and he is called the mouse. 
The ring of children begin to dance 
around, now and then forgetting to 
keep close together to protect the 
mouse within the circle, from the cat 
without. The ring always protects the 
mouse, by the way. Of course the object 
of the game is for the cat to catch the 
mouse, and it is his duty to slip into 
the circle wherever he sees a weak place 
or an opening in the ring. When he gets 
in, the mouse must get out in some way, 
and then the ring of children who have, 
up to that time been endeavoring to 
keep the cat out of the circle, turn their 
attention to keeping him in.

This may be either real estate or per­ 
sonal, but in either case the desirabil­ 
ity of making a will is evident. A will 
is nothing formidable. It is simply an 
instrument or legal paper wherein a 
person makes a disposition of proper­ 
ty* to take effect after his death. 
VV hat will become of my possessions 
after I die?” is a natural question, and 
the simple act of expressing a choice 
in the distribution by no means short­ 
ens life.

At the end of March or during the 


first week in April all the gray geese 
in the Outer Hebrides collect in on« 
place before taking their departure foi 
their nesting haunts within the Arctic 
circle. 


To estimate their numbers is impos- 


sible, and to behold this vast con- 
course of geese aa one of the sights of 
a lifetime 
The vast host of birds 


stands packed together in a huge pha- 
lanx till the king of the graylegs starts 
the flight As the old leader ascends a 
hundred thousand voices salute him, 
but none stirs till from overnead he 
gives the call for his subjects to fol- 
low him.

MEASURING DEPTH OF AIR 
Atmospheric Envelope of Earth De- 


termined by Interesting Scien- 


tific Observation. 


One hundred and 31 miles is the 


height of the atmosphere aa measured 
by Prof. T. J. J. Site, who determines 
the thickness of the air envelope by 
noting the difference between the time 
of sunset and the complete disappear- 
ance of blue from the sky 
The mo- 


ment at which the blue changes into 
black can be observed quite 
easily 


with approximate certainty by the 
naked eye when the air is clear; and 
by trigonometry may be ascertained 
the distance below the horizon of the 
sun at the moment of change. By this 
means may be calculated the height of 
the smallest illuminated particles of 
oxygen and nitrogen which give to the 
sky its blueness of tint by the reflec- 
tion of the smallest wave lengths of 
the sun's light. The instant of change 
from blue to black is possibly a little 
difficult of exact observation, but thf 
method is not more doubtful than that 
based in the observation of shooting 
stars The shooting star method gives 
a result not greatly differing from the 
vanishing blue method.

ners of the series have been reached. 
It is along about this time—when the 
June brides are singing their swan 
songs, that a forget-me-not dinner with 
a Jack-ln-the-pulplt center decoration, 
can be made very appropriate and very 
merry. 


A dinner always begins with the dec- 


oration—literally and fl«wa«vely—for^ 
i when the guests are seated, about all 
that appears is the decoration. In this 
instance have a mound of forget-me- 
nots, with Jack-in-the-pulplt enthroned 
upon the very pinnacle. 
From his

If you have con 
cusslon of the brain you will very like- 
ly have to pick up your memory of the 
past little by little till the fragments 
are pieced into a whole. Fortunately, 
few school girls have concussion ol 
the brain. Most of you may remember 
whatever you choose, if you have two 
excellent qualities, concentration and 
attention. 


A good rule Is to think only of one 


thing at a time and think of that with 
all your might.

quirements for Validity of a Wil

Most mature people own property 


This may be either real estate or per 
sonal, but in either case the desirabil- 
ity of making a'will is evident. A wil 
is nothing formidable. It is simply an 
Instrument or legal paper wherein 
person makes a disposition of proper- 
ty, to take effect after his death 
"What will become of my possessions 
after I die?" is a natural question, anc 
the simple act of expressing a choice 
in the distribution by no means short- 
ens life. There have been cases where 
before death, elderly persons have 
turned over their property to their 
children, but, with few exceptions, this 
action has resulted in Dissatisfaction 
and trouble. Dependency In old age is 
far from pleasant in practice, whatever 
it may be In theory. 


A will not only serves to express a 


wish in the disposition of property, 
but It often obviates long and costly 
legal processes, which are to be avoid- 
ed no matter how large or small the 
estate. So great an importance does

Properly speaking, a will relates to 


real estate tuid a testament deals with 
personal property. Hence we get the 
term "Last Will and Testament," 
which covers both kinds of property. 
As it is desirable to have a lawyer 
make out a will, and a woman, of 
course, wishes to talk intelligently 
with him concerning it, the following 
legai terms should be understood: 


The person making the will is called 


the testator. 


A gift of real property by will is 


called a devise. 


A gift of personal property by will is 


called a bequest or legacy. 


A person appointed by law to admin- 


istrate an estate is called an adminis- 
trator, but" a person appointed In a 
will to administrate an estate is called 
an executor. 


A person who is appointed by will to 


hold some interest in property for an- 
other is called a trustee. 


A person who is appointed to be the 


guardian of a person or of the estate 
of a minor is called a testamentary 
guardian.

In some states no particular form 


of execution is required to make a will, 
any form of wish expressed in writing 
will do. But In most of the states the 
law requires that a will should be exe- 
cuted 
with certain formalities 
and 


that it should be signed and witnessed 
before being admitted to probate. As 
it is of the utmost Importance that a 
will should be valid, it is best to have 
a lawyer draw up the document and to 
know the laws of the state in which 
you live regarding wills. A woman 
•can, before going to a lawyer, write 
down for his assistance and to refresh 
her memory, just how she wishes fo 
leave her property- 
He will couch the 


document in the proper terms. Before 
she signs the paper she should read it 
carefully herself and see that the prop- 
erty she wishes to divide is described 
correctly and that the names of the 
people to whom she gives bequests are 
properly given, with their addresses.

"What are the requirements for the 


validity of a will?"—Anxious Mother. 


The testator, or person making the 


will, should be of sound mind and le- 
gal age. In some states this is 21; in 
others it is 18. There should be no un- 
due influence. There should be the 
requisite number of witnesses.

New York has an odd 
provision to the effect that no woman 
leaving a husband, child or parent can 
will more than one-half of her estate 
to charity.

A statutory Interest in property is 


the right a married person has in the 
property, upon the death of husband or 
wife. This is given by the law of the* 
state and varies in different states. In 
most states a woman has what is 
called a dower right, which is one- 
third interest in the estate of her bus- 
band at his death. In Texas a woman 
has what is called a community inter- 
est in her husband's property. This 
means that she owns one-half Interest 
In the property acquired by her bus- 
ban •< during their marriage. This on

Three 
Jews were thrown from second 
story windows of the railroad 
station. 


The Jews are fleeing from Bial 


stock to the neighboring forests 
and mobs are pursuing them. 
Detachments of Dasrroons have 
been sent to protect the Jews. 


Jews arriving here on railway 


trains have been dragged pat of 
the cars and many of them mur- 
dered.

The vast host of birds 


stands packed together in a huge pha- 
lanx till the king of the graylegs starts 
the flight As the old leader ascends a 
hundred thousand voices salute him, 
but none stirs till from overnead he 
gives the call for his subjects to fol- 
low him. 


Some fifty birds rise in the air and 


follow him, and as they go gradually 
assume the wedgelike formation, with 
three single birds in a string at the 
apex of the triangle, and in a few min- 
ute* are out of sight. When they have

MEASURING DEPTH OF AIR 


Atmospheric Envelope of Earth De- 


termined by Interesting Scien- 


tific Observation. 


One hundred and 31 miles is the 


height of the atmosphere aa measured 
by Prof. T. J. J. Site, who determines 
the thickness of the air envelope by 
noting the difference between the time 
of sunset and the complete disappear- 
ance of blue from the sky 
The mo- 


ment at which the blue changes into 
black can be observed quite easily 
with approximate certainty 
by the 


naked eye when the air is clear; and 
by trigonometry may be ascertained 
the distance below the horizon of the 
sun at the moment of change. By this 
means may be calculated the height of 
the smallest illuminated particles of 
oxygen and nitrogen which give to the 
sky its blueness of tint by the reflec- 
tion of the smallest wave lengths of 
the sun's light. The instant of change 
from blue to black is possibly a little 
difficult of exact observation, but thf 
method is not more doubtful than that 
based in the observation of shooting 
stars The shooting star method gives 
a result not greatly differing from the 
vanishing blue method. The former

Toward the close of prenuptial fes- 


tivities the bridal party dinner is the 
source of much fun. The young people 
of the party, friends of the young^ouple 
of course, have become very close 
friends in their aeries of entertainments 
and "Jollying" has become an old story 
to the two young people auout to wed, 
and a fine art to those who are to help 
them do It, by the time the final din- 
ners of the series have been reached. 
It ia along about this time—when the 
June brides are singing their swan 
songs, that a forget-me-not dinner with 
a Jack-in-the-pulplt center decoration. 
can be made very appropriate and very 
merry. 


A dinner always begins with the dec- 
» oration—literally and flfjttratlvejly—for 


i when the guests are seated, about all 
that appears is the decoration. In this 
Instance have a mound of forget-me- 
nots, with Jack-in-the-pulpit enthroned 
upon the very pinnacle. 
From hia 


throne, bringing out the idea that all 
revolves about Jack, have narrow blue 
ribbons leading to the covers. At the 
end of each of these "strings" have 
tiny dolls dressed to represent each 
member of the bridal party—a groom 
for the groom, bride for the bride, maid 
of honor, best man. and so forth. These 
small reproductions will serve aa name- 
less place cards, each of the young peo- 
ple seeking out hia or her own reproduc- 
tion In the dolls. The dolls to represent 
the men can have some distinguishing 
mark upon them that the groom may be 
told from the beat man, and so forth, 
like a spray of lilies of the valley In the 
groom's buttonhole—a portion of the 
bridal bouquet; white sweet peas in the 
best man's buttonhole, corresponding to 
the bouquet of the maid of honor and 
pink sweet peas on the lapels of the 
ushers representing the bouquets of the 
maids. 


The color'Scheme of blue in the dec* 


oration cannot be carried out in the 
dishes, because there are few blue 
dishes. Instead, serve a rather simple 
dinner of wholesome thing*. 
Each 


place shall have a menu and therein will 
lie much of the fun. The menu should 
be one of the tiny booklets, which are 
easily obtainable these days, and the 
outside covers of which are flowers. In 
this instance, "* course, an attempt 
should be made to have forget-me-not 
covers. Bach leaf of the booklet will 
be devoted to the description of a course, 
In "poetry." For instance: 


The first course will be strawberries 


brought to the table with their hulls 
and served on a plate covered with 
leaves to represent the garden fiom 
which they came. . The description of 
this first course, in the menu booklet 
may read (each verse should allude to 
the bride and groom or coming wedding 
If possible): 
The first we'll have is blushing as a bride, 


And juat as sweet, 


The queen of alt the fruits the season 
brings,

A clear soup will follow and the verse 


tnay be:

Subtracted from the whole, 
.The essence of the best. 


Clear as the soul 


The fish course comes next and the 


Terse brings a jolly little hit at the 
bride and a compliment for the groom: 
To him who's angled for end caught 
This course we bring. 
The promise that "just as good" remains 
Takes 'way the sting 
When it ia time for the entree to ap- 


pear—mushrooms in some dainty form 
would be. good ••for this time of year— 
the guests read: 


As mystical as Is the love. 
Which comes with a first sight, 


Dainty, delicious and much sought, 
They spring; up In a night 


For the meat course nothing is pret- 


tier than a crown of lamb, heralded as 
follows: 


A crown, fair maidens, 
Wor^b the fighting for, 


If through the stomach's found, 
A man's heart's door 


For the salad—rosy, red tomatoes, 


filled with mayonnaise and served on 
lettuce—is always palatable at a din- 
ner, more so than the fancy salad or a 
heavy one. following a meat course. 
This may be described aa: 


A dash of pepper, and some sauce, 
A fruit With heart of gold. 
Some salt—how like a maiden 'tla 
And so this tale is told. 


If possible, bring in the ice cream 


molded in the form of small cupids— 
this can be done in the larger cities, 
and if access to the cities is not easy, 
a heart mold will do as well. If the 
ouplds are used: 
No chill's Intended, 
For 'tis Cupid's right. 
To show the warmness of his heart, 
When thus bedlght 
If the heart: 


A saucy heart of Ice, 
Oft seems but such, 
Glv'n but the warmth It craves, 
Melta at the touch 


And then come coflee and bon bons: 


Bo now we reach the end, 
Sweets for the sweet be found. 
And may their scandals like the cup we 


quaff. 


Be without ground! 
Pussy-WUlow Children's Party. 
One of the first of the delights of 


spring for the children is the coming 
of the pussywillow, and for this reason a 
pussy-willow party tor the youngsters 
Is ideal at this time ot year. 


In the first place the pussy-willow 


forma a simple decoration, and in justice 
to the children simplicity should always 
be the keynote of their parties. Given 
• few ordinary amusements a child is 


easy to entertain and grows into a right 
appreciation of the meaning of hospital- 
ity, but given elaborateness, he is old 
before hia years, one to whom the simple 
ideas do not appeal, to whom "there ia 
nothing new under the sun." 


The invitations for the pussy-willow 


party should be written on paper cate 
which may be cut out at home and dec- 
orated with water color or pen and ink 
—and on this should read "Pussy-will 
oo come to my party, etc?" Or small 
square invitation cards may be pur- 
chased at th* stores on which the cats 
and "Puaay-will-oo" are found. 


When the little guests arrive they 


should find the house filled with pussy- 
willows. In one room the hostess may 
turn the old donkey game into a cat 
game by having a large sheet on which 
la painted a cat, the object being to pin 
the tail or an ear or a paw as nearly as 
possible In the right place, when blind- 
folded. 


Then there is the old game of cat 


and mouse with which most are fa- 
miliar. The players form a ring, as in 
"drop the handkerchief." 
One ia left 


on the outside of the ring, however, and 
he is called the cat, and one is put on 
the inside, and he is called the mouse, 
The ring of children begin to dance 
around, now and then forgetting to 
keep close together to protect the 
mouse within the circle, from the cat 
without. The ring always protects the 
mouse, by the way. Of course the object 
of the game is*fbr the cat to catch the 
mouse, and it is his duty to slip into 
the circle wherever he sees a weak place 
or an opening in the ring When he gets 
in, the mouse must get out in some way, 
and then the ring of children who have, 
up to that time been endeavoring to 
keep* the cat out of the circle, turn their 
attention to keeping him in.

A CURL TO HA VS. 


Schoolgirls Who Cultivate Concen- 


tration and Attention Acquire 
Good Memories—A Good Memory 
for Jffames and Faces Makes a 
Girl Popular—The Memorandum 
as a Memory Helper—Associating 
Dates with Colors—Make Tour 
Memory a Store-House of Treas- 
ures.

Dorothy tells me that she baa a very 


poor memory. Shaking her head as 
if the calamity were something never 
to be remedied, she insists that she 
cannot get her lessons or fix anything 
useful in her mind because things roll 
off it as water runs downhill. 


I must admit that I have met peo- 


ple whose minds were like sieves, and 
whose memories were pockets with 
holes, and other people there are whose 
power of remembering seems limited 
to whatever is not worth while. But 
I have always been quite sure that 
we may have good memories if we 
choose to take the trouble to cultivate 
them. Memory la a useful servant and 
if treated like a servant and held, re- 
sponsible. It will not disappoint its 
employer. 


There are exceptional cases where an 


Illness or a blow on the head destroy 
memory for a time. If you have con- 
cussion of the brain you will very like- 
ly have to pick up your memory of the 
past little by little till the fragments 
are pieced Into a whole. Fortunately, 
few school girls have concussion of 
the brain. Most of you may remember 
whatever you choose, if you have two 
excellent qualities, concentration and 
attention. 


A good rule Is to think only of one 


thing at a time and think of that with 
all your might. If the object of the 
moment is a lesson in geography or a 
date in history or a proposition in ge- 
ometry, think of that and think of 
nothing else till you have mastered it. 
Never mind about Virginia's hat or 
Blanche's new dress or the fetching 
way in which Evangeline is doing up 
her hair. 
Never mind the teacher's 


mood of the day; whether she is cross 
or agreeable is no affair of yours. The 
thing you have to do is to get hold 
of that date, that boundary or that 
proposition. 


If you are taking music lessons, cul- 


tivate a musical memory. This, too, 
depends almost entirely on concentra- 
tion and attention. It depends some- 
what, but not wholly, upon the ear, 
but if a girl chooses sbe may learn by 
heart some of the pieces she can play 
and then when a tired father asks to 
be entertained in the evening, or sbe 
goes to visit her Aunt Fanny, she ia 
not obliged to carry her music with 
her; it should be in her brain and at 
her finger tips.

A good memory for faces and names 


will make you very popular in society 
when you are older. Memory of this 
kind is cultivated by princes and royal 
folk in general.

said something they did not like, they 
are sure to remember that. 
I have 


heard people boast that they never for- 
got an Injury. Let me remind you, 
girls, that there is nothing noble In 
cherishing a grudge. The thing to do 
when anyone has wronged us is, as 
soon as we can, to forgive and forget. 
We do not forgive unless we-forget, 
and the more complete ia our forgive- 
ness the better we are and the more 
allied to the Divine.

peatlng the text was required of every' 
one. 
Then we rocited lon,g passages 


from Cowper's Task, Pope's Essay on 
Man and Milton's Paradise Lost. We 
learned pages and pages of history 
reciting exactly the words of the book 
Very few of us had occasion to com 
plain of poor memories, because our 
memories were very much like sol 
diers on drill or day laborers digging 
ditches.

Legal Terms Relating to Wills—Re- 


quirements for Validity of a Will 
—Where,to Keep It—The Single 
Woman's Will—Th* Married Wom- 
an's, Etc.

Moat mature people own property. 


This may be either real estate or per 
sonal, but in either caae the desirabil- 
ity of making a'will la evident. A will 
ia nothing formidable. It ia simply an 
Instrument or legal paper wherein a 
person makes a disposition of proper- 
ty, to take effect after his death. 
"What will become of my possessions 
after I die?" is a natural question, and 
the simple act of expressing a choice 
in the distribution by no means short- 
ens life. There have been cases where, 
before death, elderly persons have 
turned over their property to their 
children, but, with few exceptions, this 
action has resulted in Dissatisfaction 
and trouble. Dependency In old age is 
far from pleasant in practice, whatever 
it may be In theory. 


A will not only serves to express a 


wish in the disposition of property, 
but it often obviates long and costly 
legal processes, which are to be avoid- 
ed no matter how large or small the 
estate. So great an importance does 
this distribution of property 
after 


death- assume, that the laws of various 
statptf define exactly how the property 
of those dying without will shall be 
divided. These laws vary In different 
states, and for this reason a woman 
should acquaint herself with the law 
of the state in which she lives.

Properly speaking, a will relates to 


real estate tuid a testament deals with 
personal property. Hence we get the 
term "Last Will and Testament," 
which covers both kinds of property. 
As it is desirable to 
hav<j a lawyer 


make out a will, and a woman, of 
couree, wishes to talk intelligently 
with him concerning it, the following 
legai terms ahould be understood: 


The person making the will ia called 


the testator. 


A gift of real property by will is 


called a devise. 


A gift of personal property by will is 


called a bequest or legacy. 


A person appointed by law to admin- 


istrate an estate la called an adminis- 
trator, buf a person appointed in a 
will to administrate an estate is called 
an executor. 


A person who la appointed by will to 


hold some interest in property for an- 
other is called a trustee. 


A person who is appointed to be the 


guardian of a person or of the estate 
of a minor la called a testamentary 
guardian.

In some states no particular form 


of execution is required to make a will, 
any form of wish expressed in writing 
will do. But in most of the states the 
law requires that a will should be exe- 
cuted 
with certain formalities 
and 


that it should be signed and witnessed 
before being admitted to probate. As 
it la of the utmost Importance that a 
will should be valid, it is best to have 
a lawyer draw up the document and to 
know the laws of the state in which 
you live regarding wills. A woman 
can, before going to a lawyer, write 
down for bis assistance and to refresh 
her memory, just how she wishes fo 
leave her property 
He will couch the 


document in the proper terms. Before 
she signs the paper she should read it 
carefully herself and see that the prop- 
erty she wishes to divide is described 
correctly and that the names of the 
people to whom she gives bequests are 
properly given, with their addresses.

"What are the requirements for the 


validity of a will?"—Anxious Mother. 


The testator, or person making the 


will, should be of sound mind and le- 
gal age. In some states this ia 21; in 
others it is 18. There should be no un- 
due influence. There should be the 
requisite number of witnesses. Some 
states require two and others three.

in writing, leaving it 


where It will be found after your

A married woman may ordinarily 


dispose of all ber separate 
property 


without her husband's consent, but she 
cannot dispose of ner real estate so aa 
to deprive him of any Interest in it to 
wnlch he would be entitled by law on 
her dying without making a will. This 
law In regard to real estate holds good 
in the case of a husband. A man can- 
not dispose of his property so aa to 
deprive his wife of her statutory in- 
terest therein. New York has an odd 
provision to the effect that no woman 
leaving a husband, child or parent can 
will more than one-half of her estate 
to charity.

A statutory Interest in property is 


the right a married person has in the 
property, upon the death of husband or 
wife. This is given by the law of the* 
state and varies In different states. In 
most states a woman has what is 
called a dower right, which is one- 
third interest in the estate of her bus- 
band at his death. In Texas a woman 
has what is called a community inter- 
est in her husband's property. This 
means that she owns one-half interest 
in the property acquired by her bus- 
ban •< during their marriage. This on 
the theory that 'she contributes equally 
with him in accumulating the prop- 
erty. •
